Democracy’s Origin Is Catholic 


WE have often pointed out that despite the insistent claims of 

sectarians that Democracy owes its origin to Protestantism, 
the very opposite is true. Democracy could really be traced back 
to the time of Christ, who liberated the world from the thraldom 
of Satan and of Satanic powers, and conferred on the people the 


liberty of children of God, the freedom by which Christ made 
them free (Gal. 4:31), 


With regard to the American doctrine of the liberty and 
equality of all men chiefly because “all men are created equal 
and are endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights,” that has always been Catholic doctrine. 


Claude D. Bowers, United States Ambassador to Chile, was 
the most noted historian of our day on Jefferson. He wrote three 
books on Jefferson, one entitled “Jefferson and Civil and Relig- 
ious Liberty.”

the two frequently signed them- 
selves as old as 35 years. “That 
caused a considerable amount of 
trouble when we tried to come to 
the United States,” Wanda recalls. 

Wanda’s other brothers and sis- 
ter were gradually taken to oth- 
er camps. It has been only fe- 
cently that she learned where some 
of them were. The youngest girl 
was Sent to New Zealand and has 
never been heard from. One bro- 
ther returned to Poznan, one is in 
England, and a third in Canada. 
In 1950 Wanda visited her brother 
in Canada. b. 

In India, Wanda and Jane came 
under the care of a religious order, 
the Daughters of Charity. Al- 
though they went to a school in 
the orphanage there, neither of the 
girls can recall any of the langu- 
age. 

In India the girls were placed on 
a military ship in the company 
of nearly 200 other orphans bound 
for the United States via the Pacif- 
ic ocean. It was while they were 
in the vicinity of some islands, 
which Wanda believed to be Jap- 
anese, that their ship was bombed 
and several people were killed on 
it. They were transferred to an- 
other military. ship after a few 
days’ delay and headed toward 
the California coast. 

More confusion awaited them in 
California. Because of their late 
arrival, another shipload of war 
orphans had landed ahead of them 
and had been given their living 
quarters by mistake. Thus it was 
that the two young Polish girls 
once more falsified their age and 
moved on together to an orphan- 
age in Mexico. For three and a 
half years the girls lived in the or- 
phanage there, attended school, 
and learned to speak and read 
their third language, Spanish. 

Relatives Found 

Through the efforts of the Felli- 
cian sisters, relatives of the two 
little girls were located in South 
Bend and a sponsor was found to 
permit the two to enter the United 
States. But before the girls reach- 
ed South Bend in September, 1948, 
to make their home with distant 
relatives, Mr. and Mrs. Peter” Zwi- 
ental, 840 North Olive street, they 
first spent a few months in an 
orphanage in Milwaukee, Wis. 

Night classes in English and em- 
ployment in a local drugstore. soon 
gave Wanda a workable knowledge 
of the English language. 

The long search for a home has 
ended now for Wanda. Six months 
after she met Methew Zmyslo at 
a dance, the two were married in 

a large church wedding. Today 
the young couple and their daugh- 
ter are living in an apartment at 
614 South Kaley street, while 
Methew and his brothers work on 
a home for the young family fol- 
lowing the Zmyslo custom of erect- 
ing homes for the children of the 
family when they marry.

Commission in “unfreezing” television applications, rumor and misunder- 


standing have caused a lot of confusion, and we feel our WOWO friends 
should have the facts, : 


WOWO has had on file with the FCC, an application for a Very High 
Frequency channel. However, the FCC has ruled they will grant only 
Ultra High Frequency channels for commercial use in Fort Wayne. So our 
first step is to amend our present application so that it will apply to an 


Ultra High Frequency channel. This will be accomplished not later than 
July Ist. 


Some time later—and it might be as much as a year or more later— 
Westinghouse, along with all other applicants for a Fort Wayne channel— 
will appear before the FCC and explain its capabilities with reference to 
operating a television station. The FCC will then decide who among the 


applicants will be granted a license to bring to the Fort Wayne area audi- 
ence this wonderful new medium of television. 


At least six months after a license is granted there should be tele- 
vision in Fort Wayne. 


I do not want to sound pessimistic, but it is my guess that we will not 


have television in Fort Wayne for from one and one-half to two years fro 
this date,

tenths of all the motion pictures 
produced in the United States. 
This organization wanted a Code 
drafted to which all motion’ pic- 
tures would be related, and re- 
quested the late Archbishop. of 
Los Angeles, in whose diocese 
Hollywood is located, to take the 
initiative in forming such an. or- 
ganization. The representatives of 
the seven big producers attended 
the formation meeting of the Le- 
gion of Decency, and subscribed 
to a Code drafted at the meeting.

Meanwhile the Apostles’ Creed 
and the Nicene Creed were draft- 
ed, and the articles of faith con- 
tained in them were expounded to 
those already Christians and to 
the Catechumens. : 


In addition the decrees of 
Church Councils were distributed 
among the clergy, the teachers of 
the people. Evidently the number 
of copies was limited because they 
were in manuscript. This does not 
mean that they were mimeograph- 
ed copies. It means that each sep- 
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by hand for every recipient. 


There were then no clergy “of 
different denominations,” but only 
those duly ordained by a successor 
of one of the Apostles, and given 
jurisdiction by one with apostolic 
authority. 

Hence while the Church can 
prove her claims and nearly every 
separate doctrine from the Bible, 
‘it is the Church which gives auth- 
‘ority to the Bible and not the 
Bible to the Church. A divinely 
‘protected ecclesiastical authority 
‘alone could declare which among 
'many reputedly inspired writings 
| were actually inspired. 
| It is the authority of the Church 
‘and not of the Bible, subjected to 
'so many contradictory interpreta- 
‘tions, which has. motivated the 
' greatest intellectual converts to 
'embrace the Catholic Church. 
| What, in your opinion, is the sig- 
nificance of the office of the Holy 
Spirit in the Church? 
| During My life time I built up 
‘the body of my Church, which, 
' therefore, apart from its soul, was 
'a divine work. But I promised, and 
|ten days after My ascension into 
Heaven sent, the Holy Spirit into 
' that body as a divine, supernatural, 
life-giving principle. I told My 
'Apostles that this Divine Spirit 
‘would abide with the Church for- 
‘ever, guide it, protect it, and bring 
'to the minds of their successors all 
‘the things in which they, the 
'Apostles themselves, had been in- 
| structed by Me. 
| Since I declared that the Holy 
Spirit would be-with My Church 
‘forever; since I promised to be 
with it “all days even unto the end 
of the world,” I certainly had in 
(mind that the Church would al- 
‘ways be protected from error in 
| its official teaching. I warned My 
‘followers against hearkening to 
“false Christs and false prophets,” 
‘who would arise in every age, and 
‘no matter how good their ‘inten- 
tions might be, would “deceive 
i'many” (Matt. 24:24). If My words 
‘and My promises, My divinity, 
mean anything to you, then you 
must “hear My Church.” 


But even if you reject My own 
promises and the testimony of 
your Bible, you should be con- 
vinced by the past 19 centuries of 
history. If the Church could not be 
destroyed during 300 years of 
official state persecution, even 
when it was still an infant: if 
schisms, engineered and support- 
ed by eastern emperors during sev- 
eral centuries, and later by west- 
ern emperors, were unable to 
check its progress; if the State set 
up rival churches with a national 
appeal, and with the offer of easier 
terms of salvation; if the imprison- 
ment and banishment of its univer- 
sal head, and of its entire Hier- 
archy in various countries; plus the 
confiscation of its property, and 
}even its disestablishment by law, 
|failed of their purpose; if interna- 
tional and political occult organi- 
\mauons have been powerless 
against it; if Communism in your 
_day has drawn people closer to it 
even though they may not be per- 
mitted openly to practice their re- 
ligion; if every movement to “re. 
form My Church” has resulted

He told his audience that the 
Reformation of the sixteenth cen- 
tury was a mistake, that many doc- 
trines and practices which were 
then by law abolished, need to be 
regained if Anglicanism were to 
have any hold at all on the name 
“Catholic,” which many of its 
clergymen preferred to be called 
rather than Protestant.

HOW many a man has dated a 
new era in his life from the

In The Seven Storey Mountain, 
Thomas Merton relates how he was 
‘attracted by chance to the book in 
Scribner’s window. in New York, 
how he bought it and read it un 
willingly when he discovered it 
was a Catholic book. However, he 
now calls it a grace that he did so 
because. in his own words, it was 
to revolutionize his life. He writes, 
“When I had put this book down, 
and had ceased to think explicitly 
about its arguments, its effect be 
gan to show itself in my life. | be-

Dr. Gilson's influence in the 
scholarly lives of his fellow philo- 
‘sophers has been as persuasive, 
although their debt to him is not 
‘as spectacular as Merton's. It has

Further the same passage pre- 


dicts the universal praise of men 
accorded Mary and her part in the 
salvation of men: 
magnified thy name this day, that 


“He hath so 
thy praise shall not depart out of 


the mouth of men who shall be 


mindful of the power of the Lord 
forever”’;. ...“thou hast prevent- 
ed our ruin in the presence of our 
God.”. . .“Thou art the honor of 
our people.” (Jud. 13, 23, 25; 15.) 

Throughout the history of the 
Church one reads that the great- 
est saints acknowledged Mary’s 
part in leading them to salvation 
and to sanctity. The illustrious 
and Doctor 
of the Church, St. Bonaventure 
wrote in his “Mirror of the Blessed 
Virgin” in the thirteenth century: 

“The Blessed Virgin is not only 
retained in the plenitude of the 
saints, but she also retains and 
keeps the saints in their plenitude, 


‘iso that it may not diminish. She 


prevents their virtues from being 
dissipated, their merits from per- 
ishing, their graces from being 
lost, the devil from harming them, 
and even our Lord from punishing 
them when they sin.” 

St. Bernard, two centuries ear- 
lier, wrote similarly of Mary's sol- 
icitude for her children in his 


'second “Homily.” He says:

favorable to you, you arrive at the 
harbor in safety.” 

What a treasure mankind has in 
this “best of mothers”! What a 
loss do they unknowingly sustain 
who do not know her! 

Only one conclusion can be

make her known to those who 
know her not. This “best of moth- 
ers’ will never be out-done in gen- 
erosity.
